The change to claim 3 is made to provide consistent terminology throughout the claims. 
Changing of "top" to —tuft— appears as an obvious minor change as it should clearly be tuft to 
correspond to claim 1 where the block is set forth as a "tuft block".

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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims set forth a 
unique electric toothbrush not taught by the prior art. In particular, an electric toothbrush that 
includes a handle, neck and head supported thereby, wherein a tuft block is pivotally mounted to the 
head for pivoting about a tuft block axis substantially normal to the longitudinal direction of the 
neck wherein a primary rocker extends longitudinally within the handle and/or neck and pivoting 
about a primary rocker arm axis substantially parallel to the tuft block axis. The electric toothbrush 
further particularly includes a secondary rocker arm extending longitudinally within the neck and 
pivoting about a secondary rocker arm axis substantially parallel to the tuft block axis, a distal end of 
the secondary rocker arm driving the tuft block and a proximal end of the secondary rocker arm 
being driven by the primary rocker arm.
